Pl Souls, have been the only Induce- 
E ments for publiſhing the following 
S565 Devotions; it is hoped they will, i» 
ſome Meaſure, anſwer thoſe Ends, 
and aſſiſt the good Chriſtian in the Diſcharge of 
the great and important Duty of Prayer. 

In the Devotions for private Perſons, there 
are Morning and Evening Prayers for every 
Day of the Week, to which are added Prayers 
for any intermediate Time of the Day. This was 
done, without any Intention of preſcribing to any 
ane; and was chiefly deſioned as a Means to fur- 
niſh the devout Chriſtian with Variety of proper 
Petitions and Expreſſions,wherein to lay open his 
Wants before God; and that by making Uſe of 
the Prayers in ſuch a Method, as the whole may 
be gone over in ſome ſhort Space of Time, he 
might be inſtructed in, and reminded of ſeveral: 
import ant Duties of a Chriſtian Life. But after 
all, every one is left to his own Diſcretion, to 
chooſe, add, omit, or alter, as he ſhall fee fit : Be- 
cauſe, as the Fudgments and Opinions of Man- 
kind are very different, ſo it can never be eæõ - 


pecied, that the ſame Method or Form of Prayers |

who profeſs to believe, that God is, and 
that he is a Rewarder of them that dili- 
all {gently ſeek him, are not in earneſt, ſince 
they are ſo negligent in paying him that 
ns; Duty of Homage and Adoration, which 
ve, Neven Nature itſelf, without the Help of 
re» FKevelation, would teach them to be due 
hs, from a Creature to his Creator.

It is indeed a melancholy Reflection A 
to think with what paſſionate Eagerneſy X 
Men purſue their ſeveral Intereſts in this 
World, (when they know, that the Fa- * 


all their Attainments muſt in a ſhort I 
time have an End) and how cold and 
heartleſs they are in proſecuting that 
Happineſs, which is to laſt to all Eternity. 
No Pains, no Solicitations are thought 
too much for the one; but little, very 
little, is thought enough for the other. 
I do not ſay, this is the Practice of al 
People; God be praiſed, there are ma- 
ny who make Religion the chief Buſineſs 7 
of their Lives, whoſe Devotions are as 
conſtant and regular, as the Riſing and 
Setting of the Sun; and who, not con- 
tent with offering up a daily Morning 
and Evening Sacrifice of Prayer aud 
Praiſe to God, do (as Daniel did) pray 

Three times a Day; and beſides, are con- 

tinually ſending up piozs Ejaculations to 


Heaven; fo that in the ſtricteſt Senſe of 


the Apoſtle's Meaning, they may be ſaid 
to pray without Ceaſing. | F 

But alas! how many are there, whoſe 
Lives are the very Reverſe of all this; 
who ſeem to live without God in the 
World, and to own no Dependence on 


his Providence, nor to have any Regard 


to a future Life; who ſeldom retire 2 
| their

their Cloſets, unleſs to form Projects and 
Deſigns of worldly Advantage, or to ſee 
how their Accounts ſtand in reſpect to 
the Affairs of this Life! How many Fa- 
milies are there, where the very Form 
and Appearance of Religion is almoſt 
loſt! where Children and Servants, in- 
ſtead of being called to daily Prayers in 
the Family, have hardly the Example ſet 
them of retiring in private ! 

What Methods thoſe that profeſs to 
be Chriſtians, take to ſatisfy themſelves 
in a conſtant Neglect of ſo plain and 
neceſſary a Duty, as that of Private and 
Family Prayer, | know not; but ſure they 
have little Thought, how they will be 
able to aaſwer it at the Laſt Day, when 
they ſhall appear before the Judgment- 
Seat of Chriſt, there to give an Ac- 
count how they have obſerv'd the Pre- 
cepts of Chriſtianity, of which they 
can't but know this is one, and none of 
the leaſt, That Men ought 


always to pray: Or, as it is S. Lak. xviil. i.

And in the 
firſt place, conſider that Prayer is a Du- 


ty enjoin'd us purely for our own Sakes; 


a Duty, that is neither expenſive of our 
Time, nor of our Eſtates; no Depth of 
Learning, no Subtilty of Parts is re— 
quir'd to the Practice of it; *tis what 
the Meaneſt as well as the Higheſt may 
perform; *tis ſuited to all Perſons and 


all Conditions; the Miſerable and Af- 7 
flicted, the Proſperous and Happy, the 
Poor and the Rich, the Young and Old, 
may all pray to God; no Circumſtance 7 
of Lite can incapacitate us for this Du- ? 
ty; it obliges all, for all are the Crea- 
rures of God, and depend upon Him 
for all the Comforts and Conveniences 7 
of Life; In Him we live and move, and © 
have our Being; and therefore (as the 
Pſalmiſt advites) we ſhould worſhip, and 
fall down, and kneel before the Lord our 
Maler; and what engages us the more 
ſo to do, is, that God has been graci- 
ouſly pleaſed to invite us to this Duty 
by the moſt endearing Promiſes, and 
annex'd invaluable Bleſſings to the due 
Performance of it. He has declar'd | 
himſelf to be @ God hearing Prayer, and 


has promis'd, that He will give his Holy 
Spirit to them that ast it, Our Saviour 
has

has aſſured us, that if we pray to our 
Father, which 1s in ſecret, 
our Father, which ſeeth in 
ſecret, will reward us openly ;, 
and that whatſoever we ask 
the Father in His Name, He 
will give it us.

Or, if 
he as a Fiſh, will he give him a Serpent? 
If ye then being evil, know how to give 
good Gifts unto your Children, 

how much more ſhall your Fa- S. Matt. vii. gy 
ther which is in Heaven, give 9» 1h 
good Gifts to them that ask 

him? As if he ſhould have ſaid, © Was 
ever any Earthly Parent deaf to the 
© Wants and Cries of his Children ; and 
© if they ask'd for Food, did he deride 
* their Neceſſities, by giving them what 
© It was impoſſible they ſhould eat? If 
ye then that are evil, that is, niagardly 
© and covetous, know not how to retiit- 
* the Force of natural Affections; how 
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* munch rather ought ye to think, that 
* your Father, which is in Heaven, who 
«© ſees and knows, and pities all your 
Wants; He that is Goodneſs itſelf, 
© wh& delights in communicating the 
Effects of that Goodneſs, and whoſe 
Love exceeds the Kiadneſs of the moſt 
tender Parent; how much rather, I 
* ſay, ought ye to think, that ſuch a Fa- 
© ther will be ready to hear the Prayers 
© of his Children that call upon Him? 
© It is certain, and you may be aſſur'd, 
© That he will hear them, and give 

© Good Gifts to them that ask him. 
And now, what higher Motives can 
we wiſh for, to excite our Performance 
of any Duty, than we have for this ? 
What can we deſire more to encou- 
rage our Addreſſes to God by Prayer, 
than to be aſſur'd, That He will hear 
; He who is the Lord of Heaven 
and Earth, whoſe Goodneſs as well as 
Power is infinite, and who is as wil- 
ling as he is able, to relieve our 
Wants! O the mighty Power of Prayer! 
who would ever be a Stranger to it ? 
Who that conſider'd the Excellency of 
Prayer, and what an laſtrument it is 
of our Happineſs both here and here- 
after, would either neglect it, or be 
remiſs or careleſs in the Performance of 
it? *Tis the higheſt Frivilege we are

capable of in this Life; by this we 


converſe with God, and have an Inter- 


courſe with Heaven. Prayer is a ne- 
ver-ceaſing Spring of Comfort, where 
we are invited to taſte freely, and from 
whence proceeds ſuch pleaſant Streams 


as will refreſh the Soul in all the 
Troubles and Calamities of 

Life. Js any among you af- S. Fam. v. 13. 
f cted? lays S. James, let him 

pray. This was the conſtant Practice of 
the Pſalmiſt, and from his own Expe- 
rience he has taught us, what mighty 
* Advantages attend it. When I am in 
Trouble, ſays he, I will call upon Thee, 
O Lord, for Thou heareſt me. And in 
another Place, I ſought the Lord, and He 
heard me, and delivered 


me from all my Fears. In Tſal. xxxiv.4. 


my Diſtreſs I called upon the 
Lord, and cried unto my Pſal.xviii. 6, 
* God; He heard my Voice out 
e his Temple, and my Cry came before 


hm, even into his Ears. Indeed, there 
is nothing in the World feems ſo pre- 
valent with God, as rhe fervent Prayer 
of a Righteous Man; We are told by 
S. James, that it availeth much, when 
offered up in behalf of others, and to 
be ſure, *tis of no leſs Force, when our 
own Wants are the Subject of it. 
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1 Not that we are to conclude from 
is! hence, That all the Prayers, even of a 
i} righteous May, ſhall immediately be an- 
ſu ered by God; no, there may be many 
"| wiſe Reaſons, why God may ſee fit to 
deny us what we ask for, or at leaſt - 
deferr the granting it; as, for the Tryal 
of our Faith, or for the Exerciſe of 
lome Virtue in us; or becauſe we are 
not yet fit for the Bleſſing we deſire; 
or that we ask for what he ſees would 
be hurtful to ws, or the like. And there- 
tore we muſt not underſtand the Pro- 
mi ſes, which are made to Prayer, in an 
abſolute, but a limited Senſe; that is, 
that when we and our Prayers have 
thoſe Ovalifications, which are neceſſary 
to make them acceptable to God, he 
will give us what we ask for, if he ſees 
it fit for us; I ſay, fit tor us, becauſe I 
we may (and I doubt, from a Fondneſs *? 
for the T hings of this Lite, or through *? 
Ignorance, too often do) ask for ſuch 
Things, as it may be great Mercy in 
God to deny us. 4

Grace to amend for the future, he can 
never be ſaid to be in a fit Diſpoſi- 
tion to pray; but as this is the loweſt 
Conception we can have of the Qualifi- 
cation | am ſpeaking of, a Man muſt not 
ſtop here, he muſt put thoſe good Re- 
ſolutions in Practice, baving always in 
View this Conſideration, ** That the 
greater Attainments any one makes 
% in a Holy Life, the more accepta- *' 
« ble will his Prayers be in the Sight 
of God. 

2. A ſecond Qualification reſpecting 
the Perſon praying, is Charity; and this 
is ſo neceſſary, that though we ſhould 
pray with the Tongues of Men and Angels, 
and have not this Qualification, it would 
he to no Purpoſe ; our Prayers would be 
but like ſounding Braſs, or a tinkling m- 
bal, empty and inliguificant Sounds.

As the intemperate Man 


does, when he prays for Health, only 
that he may be ſtill intemperate ; or the 
revengeful Man, when he prays for 
Authority, that he may have the more 
* Power to effect his evil Deſigns; for 
this is, as S. James ſays, to ask amiſs; 
and then no Wonder F we at and re- 
ceive not: Indeed it is pure Mercy in 
2 God to deny us ſuch Requeſts; and there- 
fore if we deſire that he ſhonld hear 
our Prayers, we muſt, as is ſaid before, 
make his Glory, and our own, and o- 
* thers Salvation, our chief End in pre- 


ſenting them; and all other things are 
to be conſider'd only as they tend to 


promote the One thing needful. 


Secondly, We are to conſider the Mat- 


ter of our Prayers. We are to take 


Care, that we never ask any thing of 
God, but what is conformable to the 
Divine Will, which are all ſuch things, 
as he has promiſed to give, as Bleſ- 
ſings Spiritual and Temporal; the for- 
mer God has promiſed to the Faith- 
ful, that diſcharge their Duty, with- 
out any Condition; the latter he has

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only in general Terms, and not as our 


chief Good, but as an Addition to it: 
From hence it is plain, that Spiritual 
Bleſſings are in the firſt place to be de- 


fired, and that ſuch may be prayed for 
abſolutely ;, and we may likewiſe petition * 


for Temporal good things; but then, as 
I ſaid before, that muſt be done with 
Submiſſion to the Will of God, whoſe 
Wiſdom, we are ſure, knows what State 
and Condition of Life is better for us, 
than we do our ſelves. 

Thirdly. We muſt conſider the Man- 
ner of our Prayers.

Souls in his Sight; and ſince Man is

And though many Peoples Condition 


may be ſich, that they cannot often 
have an Opportunity of Privacy and 
Retirement to fall upon their Knees, 
except at their Morning and Evening 


Prayers, yet a good Chriſtian, that 


truly loves and honours God, and is 
# ſenſible of his entire Dependence upon 
him for Grace to reſiſt Temptations, 
and to do his Duty, and to defend him 
> againſt the Evils and Calamities of this 
Life, will never make that a Pretence 
for not frequently praying to him 
ſuch an one, even in the midſt of Bu- 
ſineſs and Company, will be fometimes 
= lifting up his Heart to God in devour 
2 and pious Ejaculations; and when alone, 
(though walking or ſtanding) will ma- 
ny times offer up a ſhort and compre» 
benſive Prayer to him, ſuch as that our

23. them that come unto God by 
him, ſeeino he ever liveth 
to make Interceſſion for us. 

I have only this Caution to add to 
what I have faid touching the Duty and 
Qualifications of Prayer, that though 
Prayer is an excellent Means of Grace, 
and a great Inſtrument of Holineſs, yet 
we are to conſider, that it is but the 
- Means ſtill; and therefore we muſt 
not reſt in it, nor in any other Means 
of Religion, ſuch as Reading, Medita- 
tion, receiving the Sacrament, &c. (as 
too many, I doubt, do, who thiak, 
when they have ſaid their Prayers, or 
been at the Sacrament, all is well, and 
they have nothing more to do) bur 
we muſt to Prayer join our own Ba- 
aeavours, and not imagine, that Prayers 
operate like a Charm, and will make 
a Man good, whether he will or no. 
Prayer indeed has a natural Tendency 
to promote a Holy Life, but Prayer a- 
lone will not do it; there is a great 
deal more required to make a Man a- 
good Chriſtian; he muſt endeavour to. 
form in his Mind that inward Purity 
and Holineſs, which he prays for, — 

my 
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muſt ſtrive and labour to attain that true 
Sanctification of his Nature, which is 
the great End of all Religion; in ſhort, 
he muſt make it the chief Buſineſs of 
his Life, to walk worthy of 

the Lord wnto all pleaſing, Col. j. 10. 
being fruitful in every good a 
— and increaſing in the Knowledge of 
God. 

And now, what remains, but to ex- 
hort all Chriſtians, as they have any 
Regard for the Happineſs both of their 
Souls and Bodies; as they value the Fa- 
your cf God, and would not deprive 
themſelves of 4 ſure Refuge in times of 
Trouble and Temptation, nor fall un- 
der the Power and Dominion of their 
Luſts and Paſſions, thoſe cruel and ty- 
rannical Maſters, (to ſet us free from 
which our Saviour vouchſafed to come 
into the World and die) that they 
would in the Apoſtle's Senſe, pray with- 
out Ceaſing; that is, not only be very 
frequent in Prayer to God, but keep up 
in their Minds ſuch a devout and holy 
Flame, that they may be always in a 
fit Diſpoſition to pray: To iatreat them, 
I ſay, that they would not neglect a 
Duty, which is attended with ſuch un- 
ſpeakable Advantages ; but that they 
would pray frequently to God in private, 
and, it they have Families, that pats 7 

by wou 


x 4 Diſcourſe 
would every Morning and Evening pray 
to God with them too, and alſo join in 
#4 the publick Prayers of the Church, as oft 
as they can. 

| This, I am perſuaded, is the moſt like- 
| ly Way we can take, to procure the Fa- 
| 

| 

| 


vour of God, and to draw down the 
Bleſſings of his Providence upon our- 
ſelves and Families ; this will make our 
Bodies the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt, 
and invite that bleſſed Spirit to take up 
his Re ſidence in our Souls; in ſhort, this 
will fill our Minds with Joy, and Peace, 
and Comfort in this World, and through 
the Mercy of God, and the Merits of his 
dear Son, will make us everlaſtingly hap- 
Py in that which is to come. 
I cannot conclude this Diſcourſe ,. 
without acquainting the Reader, That 
when I recommend the Duty of Prayer, 
I would be underſtood to include in it 
that of Praiſe and Thankſeiving > which 
being a thing ſo excellent in itſelf, fo 

| highly conducing to the Glory of God, 
and ſo ſuitable to the Nature of a Crea- 
- fure, it ought (without all Doubt) to 
have a very great Share in our Devotions. 
One would think indeed, there ſhould 
be no Neceſſity of recommending a 
Duty, ſo pleaſing in itſelf, and ſo a- 
greeable to an ingenuous Mind; and yet 


whoever looks abroad into the ww. 
| wi 


concerning Prayer. xxĩ 
will find, that Men are very apt to 
overlook the Bleſſings of God, or at 
leaſt very quickly to forget them; and 
then it is no Wonder, if they ſeldom 
or never return Thanks 


for them. Were there not S.Luk.XViiel 7. 


Ten cleanſed ? ſaid our Bleſ- 

ſed Saviour, when he healed the Lepers ; 
but where are the Nine ? There are not 
found, that returned to give Glory to God, 
ſave this Stranger. And was the Inquiry 
now to be made, I doubt the Diſpro- 
portion would be much greater, be- 
tween thoſe that receive Bleſſiags from 
the Hands of God, and thoſe that are 
truly thankful for them. What through 
the Pride of ſome, who think, that all 
they receive from God, is but the juſt 
Reward of their Merits; the Covetouſ- 
ne ſe and Ambition of others, who, from 
a greedy Deſire of more, overlook what 
at preſent they enjoy; or from an un- 
happy complaining Temper in a third Sort, 
who (not content to take their Share 
of the ordinary Troubles and Cares of 
Life) expect that every Thing ſhould 
conſpire to make them eaſie, and being 
diſappointed of this, are apt to un- 
dervalue the Bleſſings that God has 
beſtowed upon them; or laſtly, from 
the wicked and prophane Lives of many 
more, who being immerſed in r 

neſs 
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cious Blood of the Son of God, If we 
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neſs and Senſuality, have loſt almoſt al| 
Notions, not only of the Providence 
of God, but of the great Things he haz 
done for us; I ſay, what from theſe, 
and ſuch like wnhappy Cauſes, it comes to 
pals, that the great Duty of Praiſe and 
Thankſgiving to God is very much zeg- 
lected; and I fear, even among ſome, 
who in other Reſpects are very care- 
ful of their Duty. 

'Tis ſtrange, I confeſs, that ſich a 
weak and depending Creature, as Man 
is, that owes his Being and all the 
Comforts of it to the great Love and 
Bounty of his Creator, and that can- 
not poſlibly ſubſiſt one Moment, but 
by the Will and Power of God, 
ſhould negle&t to pay him the con- 
ſtant Tribute of Praiſe and Thankſ- 
giving; this, I ſay, is ſtrange, if we 
conſider Man barely as 4 Creature, 
| made and ſupported by 
Hebr. i. 3. the Almighty Arm of 

God who upholds all Thing. 
by the Word of bis Power. 

But then, how mnch more ſtrange 
and ſurprizing will this ungrateful Be- 
haviour of Man appear to be, if we 
conſider him as a Sinner, redeemed (as 
S. Peter ſays) not with corruptible Things, 
as Silver and Gold, but with the pre- 


look 
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look upon him under the different Cha- 


racter S. Paul gives of him, 
to wit, Once dead in Treſ= Fpheſ. ii. 
paſſes and Sins, walking ac- 
cording to the Prince of the Power of Air, 
the Spirit that now worketh in the Children 
of Diſobedience, having his Converſation 
in the Luſts of the Fleſh, fulfilling the De- 
fires of the Flefh and of the Mind, a Child 
of Wrath, without Chrift, an Alien from 
the Common-Wealth of Iſrael, and a Stran- 
ger from the Covenant of Promiſe, having no 
Hope, and without God in the World : But 
now, in Chriſt Jeſus, made nigh by the Blood 
of Chriſt, no more a Foreigner and Stran- 
ger, but a Fellow*Citizen with the Saints, 
and of the Foufhold of God, 
juſt fied by God, and having Rom. v. 1. 
Peace with God, through our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt. I tay, if we conſider 
Man with this diferent View, how much 
more aſtoniſhing is it, that a Sinner 
thus redeemed, thus loy'd and honour'd, 
ſhould ever be found wanting in Praiſe 
and Thankſgiving ! It is the leaſt Re- 
turn that we can make to God for all his 
Goodneſs ; and yet if it proceeds from 
a truly thankful Heart, and is followed 
with a ſincere Obedience, it Is what he 
will molt undoubtedly accept. 

O let us then be perſuaded frequent- 
ly and ſeriouſly to think upon the great 
things

things God has done for us; let us 
endeavour to poſleſs our Minds with a 
true Senſe of his wonderful Love to 
Mankind manifeſted in all his Works of 
Creation and Providence,but chiefly in that 
ſtupendous Work of our Redemption; let 
us think upon the Breadth and Length, the 
Depth and Heighth of that Love of Chriſt, 
which paſſeth all Knowledge , that our 
Hearts being inflam'd with 
Pſal. xxi. 22. the divine Love, we m 
| . praiſe the Lord for his Good- 
neſs, and declare the Wonders that He doth 
for the Children of Mes; that we may offer 
unto him the Sac wiſice of Thankſgiving, and 
tell out his Works with Gladneſs;, and may 
not only reſolve with the Holy Pſalmiſt, 
That his Praiſes ſhall ever be in our 
Mouths : „ But that we will ſhew forth 
« thoſe Praiſes in our Lives alſo, by
